W'a sh in g to n Merry-Go -Ro u n d -^ 
Go v ’t Study ing Civ il-Riglits Legisla tio n

W.ASHINGTON — The Justice Department is 
planning to step gingerly into the red-hot racial 
question in the South with a set of recommenda­ 
tions for law enforcement that will probably 
make both sides sore. 
'The recommendations will be for stiffer pro­ 
tection of the Negroes’ right to vote not only in 
federal but in state and local elections. 
If ap­ 
proved by the White House, they will be sent to 
Congress as the recommendations of President 
Eisenhower, 


As of today , the Justice Department interprets 
the present law as giving the federal govern­ 
m ent power to mtervene solely in federal elec­ 
tions. Broadening intervention to apply to local 
elections is sure to set off a furor in some stales 
and will meet vigorous opposition in Congress. 
However, House Republicans have enough votes, 
if lined up with northern Democrats to pass such 
a bill — if they wish. 
Whether it could get by 
a Senate filibuster is another m attér. 
While this legislation is bound to create bit­ 
terness in the South, Negroes will claim it does 
not g o far enough. They want immediate inter- 
ventioa in Montgomery , Ala. 
Bridge vs. Ita ly

Em m ett Till Murder 
Attorney General Brownell has now taken a 
definite and official stand that tliere is no way 
the Justice Department could have intervened 
in tlie Em m ett Till murder case in Mississippi. 
In reply to a letter from Congressman Clyde 
Doyle 
(D-Calif.), Assistant Attorney General 
W arren Ulney, writing for Brownell, states cate­ 
gorically that the .Justice Department cannot in­ 
tervene, also that it cannot intervene in two 
other Negro murder case.s. 
“ Em m ett Louis Till was kidnaped and killed 
by private individuals,” Olney wrote Congress­ 
man Doyle, “his body was found within three 
day s of the kidnaping and he was not transported 
across stale lines. 
These offenses were thus 
violations of the laws of Mississippi only and 
not of any federal statute. 
This departm ent, 
therefore, had no jurisdiction or authority to 
take any action In connection with the latter 
and no investigation was conducted.” 
In his letter, Olney put the Justice Departm ent 
categorically on record for tighter laws to pro­ 
tect Negroes’ right to vote. 
"In the opinion of the attorney general,” he 


WTOle, “existing federal law is not sufficient to 
protect the right to vote as the sam e is secured 
or intended to be secured by the Constitution 
of the United States. 
Accordingly , the attorney 
general is preparing to recommend comprehen­ 
sive legislation in this field to the President 
for transmission to the Congress. 
It is believed 
that such legislation will reach the Congress in 
time for action at this session.”

Tlie cause of seborrhea is ob­ 
scure. No living parasite or germ 
has been identified, though there 
are reasons to believe that some 
kind of infection may be at least 
partially at fault.

No easy or quick cure for sebor­ 
rhea is available. If some chronic, 
weakening disease is present, it 
should, of course, be treated.

stimulating applications. 
Dandruff and oily seborrhea are 
comparatively mild conditions, but 
they have to be distinguished from 
serious ones.

At High Peak 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK Liv—Signs of a lev- 
elintg off in b usiness appear to­ 
day from sev-eral sources. 
But that’s all it is—a leveling j 
off at a very high peak. The same' 
sources could put it, just as ac­ 
curately , ajTtoiher way : b usiness is 
good—it just isn’t getting much 
b ^ter at the moment. 
Today ’s signs are mostly in the 
field of new orders. A numb er of 
companies report that production 
remains at a peak b ut new orders 
aren’t pouring in at the same rate 
as a few months b ack. 
The Business Survey Committee 
of tlie National Assn. of Purchas­ 
ing .Agents say s its Feb ruary re­ 
port “confirms the slight leveling 
off in industrial b usiness conditions 
that was reported in January b y 
purchasing executives.” Most ma­ 
terials should come into a b etter 
supply a.nd demand b alance in the 
next six months. 
New orders for machine tools 
have slipped from their y earend 
peak, the National Machine Tool 
Builders .As.sn. reports in Cleve­ 
land. But in spite of a drop in 
new orders in January the b ack­ 
log of orders in the industry re­ 
mains high. Industry spokesmeii 
doub t if orders will pick up much 
for awhile b ut they have enough 
to keep them b usy for months. 
Retail trade has b een leveling 
off. Department .store sales stay 
ab ove the y ear-ago mark. But that 
is offset b y the drop in retail auto 
sales and to some extent in home 
furnishings as home b uilding ta­ 
pers off. 
The .National Automob ile Eteal- 
ers .Assn. takes a dimmer view 
than do the auto makers in De­ 
troit. The association say s a check 
of its memb ers show many operat­ 
ing at a loss in January and Feb ­ 
ruary . Seasonal factors get part of 
the b lame, b ut association .spokes- 
men fear the industry ^ over.sold 
last y ear and will have to wait 
for the demand to catch up. 
Auto makers are more optimis­ 
tic. They ex{>ect new car sales 
thi« month to top January , although 
to fall short of last y ear’s record.

If you want to confine stormy 
weather gear to one place a« much 
a« po&sibde, by all means try to 
find space for a chair or bench

Don’t be tempted to hang damp 
coaU? in the hall closet juM to g et 
them out of sight.

Bird Feed in p ^ S ta tio n Picks 
Its Pa tro n s B y Th eir S ize

A feeding station with a p ivoted 
p erch that registers “Tilt” when 
unwanted large birds ahghl on it. 
this is a p roject for friends of the 
feathered fraternity . 
Actually , it’s a hop p er that will 
hold several p ounds of gram, bread 
crumbs raisins and other food. Its 
"roof” is hinged to facilitate load­ 
ing. On one side is a glass p anel 
that serves two p urp oses: It lets 
y ou ohsene the level of food in 
the hop p er and it’s adjustable for 
controlling the flow of foo<l to the 
feeding edge. 
The p erch is p ivoted to the bot­ 
tom of the tray so that heavy bird.« 
such as p igeons or starlings will 
tilt the feeding dowel away from 
the food. This is calcubited to up set 
their equilibrium and sp oil their 
ap p etites. Smaller birds may feed 
however, without tilting the p erch 
A p air of eight-p enny common 
nails at the center of the p erch 
sup p orts serves a.s the p ivot. A 
counterweight added to the back 
of the p erch may be adjusted to 
control the tilt. 
With the addition of a suet con 
tainer the station becomes a fully 
equip p ed cafeteria for feathered 
freeloaders. The container consists 
of 
- inch m e ^ hardware cloth 
formed in the shap e of a half cy l 
inder and stap led to one end of the 
hop p er. 
The 
m aterials y ou’M 
need to 
build it include several feet of one- 
inch lumber of various widths, flat 
molding, t^-inch dowel, two metal 
washers, hardware cloth, a 10>4X 
8 1i-inch p ane of glass, a p air of 
IV* - inch butt hinges, nails and 
stap les. 
The station may be susp ended 
out of cats’ reach on a wire or 
mounted on a 4x 4 inch lumber p ost 
in the ground. The following are 
step s in its assembly ; 
1. Cut the tw'o end p anels from 
a 1x 8 - inch board two feet long 
The p eak o l the “gable” should 
be a right angle. 
2. Channels in which the glass 
p anel slides are mrx le by fasten 
ing two 7-1 nch lengths of flat mold 
ing to each end p anel with brads 
3. Attach the ends to bottom with 
eight-p enny finishing nails, allow­ 
ing a five-inch p latform for suet 
container. Bevel the back to fit 
flush on the bottom of the tray and 
attach it with the .same size nails, 
4. Fasten a p iece of flat mold­ 
ing flush with the feeding edge of 
the tray , as show'n in the accom­ 
p any ing drawing. Leave a sp ace

5. Hinge the wide roof p innel to 
the narrow one and nail the nar­ 
row p art of the roof to Che back 
and end p anels.

In 19.52 A m erica's allies abro ad were satisfied with the po licies 
o f H arry Tru m an and quite w ary abo u t changing to a Republican 
adm inistratio n. 
They knew Dwight Eisenho wer and respected him in m any 
ways, but in general they preferred the electio n o f Adlai Stevenso n. 
No clearer testim o ny to the co ntinuity o f Am erican po licy 
co uld be given than the o verwhelm ing expressio ns o f satisfactio n 
co m ing fro m abro ad since Eisenho w er’s decisio n to run again. 
The Republicans no w refer to the po licy as tho ugh it were 
their o wn. The D em o crats mo stly su ppo rt it and po int o ut that 
they started it and are better qualified to carry it o ut. They are 
bitterly critical qf so m e adm inistratio n tactics, but seldo m o f 
strategy. 
Actually it is an Am erican po licy, pro duced by the exigencies 
o f the tim e and carried o ut by men who have been o ffered few 
alternatives. The degree by which o ne o r ano ther o f them has 
excidled has been determ ined prim arily no t by what they have 
do ne, but by ho w quickly they have reco gnized the necessity fo r 
do ing It. 
P rio r to 1948, the men w ere slo w, mo st o f them . The clango r 
o f the ham m er and side in Czecho slo vakia, when Jan M asaryk 
“died," wo ke them up. Ko rea .sent them bustling. 
Tru m an and Acheso n, Eisenho wer and Dulles, taking advant­ 
age o f generally better info rm atio n, em phasized by the actio ns 
o f Russia herself, have no t been slo w in a relative sense. So me- 
time.s. when they appeared to fumble, they have no t been able 
to tell tlie public ho w m any directio ns the wind w as blo wing fro m , 
no r ho w stro ng it was. 
Eisenho wer and Dulles have acted firm ly at tim es, even to the 
risk o f w ar, as in the case o f Fo rm o sa, 
Yet the reactio n o f Euro pe to the po ssibility that Eisenho w er 
will rem ain in o ffice signifies assu rance there that the United 
States is m aking every mo ve in the ho pe o f pro m o ting u ltim ate 
peace. Eu ro peans subject to anihilatio n in a m o dern w ar, co n­ 
sider peace as a “ m u st” to a degree no t fully realized here. 
They win either way, they think. They have the D em o cratic 
reco rd and the Republican reco rd. They realize that there is a 
Republican factio n which is less internatio nally minded than so me. 
No w they figure no thing can happen to them in No vem ber.
